They 
trusted for their escape to the fear or 
indifference of a public which refuses con- 
sistently to help the law. The result seems 
to show that their calculations were at 
fault in no particular. 

The moral is obvious, and we hope most 
earnestly that all responsible Irishmen 
will take it to heart. Many Nationalists 
who have as little sympathy as, ourselves 
with crime and outrage defend the popular 
apathy towards lawlessness, 
silence of the popular leaders, on twe 
grounds, They say, in the first place, that 
political crime has no relation to ordinary 
crime, and that life and property are 
perfectly safe outside the sphere of poli- 
tical conflict. Again, they say that the 
Government has treated the Irish people 
so badly that it has no right to expect 
help from them in ité struggle with the 
forces of lawlessness and disorder. If any 
proof of the fallacy of these arguments 
were needed, the highway robbery at Cork 
supplies it. Political crime cannot be put 
in a separate category from erdmary crime 
so far as either social or moral conse- 
quences are concerned. Murder is murder 
and outrage outrage in whatever cause 
they may be committed ; and they have in- 
evitable effects on the society which 
tolerates them. Every political crime to 
which the public Aemper offers encourage- 
ment and immunity weakens the barriers 
that divide civilisation from anarchy. It 
stimulates greed and passion to “take tho 
law into their own hands.” The present 
disorders are opening the flood-gates to the 
baser instinets that lurk in our own society, 
as in all societies. When a soldier is 
murdered without public vengeance in 
Fermoy, or a policeman in Dublin, the 
sanctions of the life and property of every 
| Irishman—Unionist, Nationalist, or Sinn 
_Peiner—are injured, and the present pro- 
| cess of steady injury, if it continues, must 
iend in national disaster. That reason 
| alone justifies and demands the whole 
| nation’s support of the Govérnment in its 
| function as the protector of the law. There 
is, of course, a hicher and yet more im- 
| perative reason. If murder is made pos- 
| sible, and goes unpunished, by reason of 
| the stagnation of a whole people's moral 
| sense, that whole people must carry some 
[share of the guilt and shame. God is 
not mocked by our repndiation of any re-

At the International Brotherhood 


held yesterday morning at the City Temple, 
Lattion, under the presidency of Dr. Clifford, 
a striking welcome was given to Mr. A. Hender- 
son, M.P., who hes had close association with the 


, 


Brotherhood movement. 


In the course of his address on “ Brotherhood 
and the World Unrest,” Mr. Henderson dealt 
with the world movement towards a new order 
of life in its three main aspects—(1) the poli- 
tical; (2) the economic, and (3) the moral. That 
the development of political institutions had 
not kept pace with the growth of democracy 
was an assertion, he said, that sca®cely required 
proof, Much of the existing unrest in the more 
highly organised countries wes attributable to 
that fact. Democracy was awake and conscious 
of its power, but found itself unable to obtain 
any real control of the machinery of govern- 
ment Class rule in politics, notwithstanding 
the existence of a broadly democratic fran- 
chige, was etil! a reality. What were called 
tha possessing classes, through their social iná 
flu@aee, the power of money, their practical 
monopoly of all the higher branches of educa- 
tion. and their control of the Press, contrived 
repeatedly to defeat the popular will on every 
first-class political issue im which the rights 
and liberties of the common people were in- 


volved. It was so in this country, on the 
Continent, and in America, and even more so 
in the countries where political institutions wore 
less hig ily developed 

¥ SOVIET GOVERNMENT. 

Genstant quotations of the democratic demand 
for « real share in the busmess of government 
and for genuine poptiar control over national 
policy hal produced two serious results. One 
was the attempt to enbstitute for the Parlia- 


mentary system a new political method.

I am not going to discuss either 
the Soviet system or the policy of. “ direct 
action’ in this place. My views on both have 
never been concealed, and 1 have stated them 
piainúls and publicly in national .and.iniorna- 
tiene” Tonygresses of the workers.
